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SANDY  ISLAND  1987 


This  year  Labor  Day  fell  on  September  7th,  the  latest  date 
that  it  can  be,  making  our  opening  day  July  4th.  Sandy's  89th 
season,  and  my  5th,  was  wonderful  from  many  points  of  view: 
a)  exceptional  weather,  b)  a full  camp,  c)  many  improvements 
in  the  facility  and  equipment,  e)  extensive  involvement  of 
volunteers . 

We  served  more  than  1857  people  during  the  camping  season, 
and  also  hosted  5 outside  groups  pre-  and  post-season. 

I . Campers . 

After  April  7th,  the  camp  was  filled  with  the  exception  of 
the  Octoberfest  Weekend.  There  were  no  new  campers  in  any  of 
our  regular  9 weeks.  However,  due  to  some  late  cancellations, 
some  first  year  campers  did  get  in.  The  majority  of  new  campers 
were  able  to  get  in  for  one  of  our  3-day  weekends,  Labor  Day  or 
Octoberfest.  This  gives  them  a chance  to  try  Sandy  and  also  gain 
a year's  seniority.  We  had  long  waiting  lists  all  year,  but 
by  the  9th  week,  we  were  looking  for  campers  to  fill  in  cancella- 
tions . 

Sandy  continues  to  provide  an  attractive  vacation  for 
families.  Our  typical  new  camper  registration  is  a family  with 
parents  in  their  30 's  and  one  or  two  children. 

The  weather  was  outstanding  all  summer  long,  and  it  made  for 
happy  campers  and  full  activity.  However,  the  fall  weekends  had 
rainy  Sundays. 

I I . Special  Groups 

We  had  5 groups  use  our  island  this  year.

We  did  have  the  remaining  fall  weekend  reserved,  but  the  group 
cancelled  during  the  summer.  We  hope  to  fill  it  next  year.

They  are  all  college  students,  and  their  maturity  was  evident 
in  their  approach  to  their  work.

They  feel  that  it  is 
time  to  do  something  different  during  the  summer,  such  as  relaxing 
for  a change.  We  will  miss  them.  Probably  no  one  exemplifies  the 
Sandy  Spirit  as  they  do.  I could  write  pages  about  the  contributions 
they  have  made  over  the  years.  They  will  be  terribly  missed.  Bob 
has  worked  as  Service  Manager,  and  has  been  the  Program  Manager 
for  the  last  18  years.  He  will  always  be  remembered  for  his 
Sandy  dances.  Barbara  worked  in  the  Schoolhouse  program,  and 
has  lately  been  the  Store  Supervisor.  We  plan  to  honor  them  at  the 
camp  Reunion  in  March. 

Brazilian  staff 


This  year  we  had  Marcelo  Tanigut  with  us  from  the  Sao  Paulo 
YMCA , and  he  worked  in  the  Lodge.  He  did  an  excellent  job.  The 
last  2 weeks  of  camp  he  was  joined  by  Amelia,  Flavio,  and  Ricardo, 
also  from  Brazil,  who  had  been  working  at  our  children's  camps. 
They  came  over  to  fill  in  the  vacancies  left  by  college  students 
who  had  to  return  to  school  before  Labor  Day. 


MAJOR  CHALLENGES 


We  found  two  major  challenges  this  year  having  to  do  with 
the  facility: 

1.  Clean  up  the  debris,  junk,  and  fallen  trees  on  the  Island. 

2.  Keeping  the  lavs  clean  all  summer. 

I think  we  made  good  progress  on  Item  #1,  and  seem  to  have  solved 
the  problems  involved  in  Item  #2. 

Item  #1 

During  the  spring  Work  Weekends  we  picked  up  all  the  brush 
around  the  perimeter  of  the  island  where  all  the  cabins  are  located. 
The  women  and  children  worked  mainly  on  this  project.  We  collected 
more  than  50  brush  piles.  We  also  cut  some  trees  and  pulled  out 
a lot  of  small  pines  that  had  been  killed  by  the  gypsy  moths  in 
1981. 

During  Staff  Week  we  had  a brush  chipper  and  a bulldozer 
barged  in,  and  set  to  work.  We  ran  the  chipper  all  day, 
stopping  it  only  a half  hour  for  supper.  We  were  able  to  chip 
most  of  the  brush  piles  and  trees.  The  chipper  was  a new  type, 
able  to  take  wood  up  to  8 inches  in  diameter,  was  safe  to  use,  and 
did  an  incredible  amount  of  work. 

With  the  bulldozer  we  buried  3 of  the  big  piles  of  rubbish 
behind  the  shop.  It  was  a good  days'  work,  but  we  still  have 
3 or  4 more  rubbish  piles  to  get  rid  of. 

I believe  it  will  take  2 more  years  to  get  rid  of  the 
remaining  brush  in  the  center  of  the  island,  behind  the  tennis  courst 
and  the  shop,  and  then  we  should  be  able  to  keep  up  with  it  each 
year . 

The  fact  that  we  are  burning  lots  of  wood  in  the  fireplaces 
pre  and  post-season  will  help  dispose  of  old  trees  and  blowdowns. 

Item  #2 

For  years  we  have  had  to  deal  with  complaints  about  the 
cleanliness  of  the  bathrooms.  After  attempting  many  solutions, 
this  year  we  decided  to  try  a one-on-one  approach,  meaning  one 
worker  and  one  supervisor  per  bathroom.  This  approach  seemed  to 
work  very  well.  During  staff  week  one  adult  was  assigned  to 
supervise  each  bathroom.  There  were  8 adults  and  8 workers. 


which  included  the  Service  Crew  and  3 other  staff  members. 

During  this  staff  week  period  the  adults  and  crew  worked  together 
to  initially  clean  and  sanitize  the  lavs,  and  during  the  season 
kept  up  with  the  cleaning.  We  actually  received  compliments 
during  the  course  of  the  season  on  how  clean  and  cobweb-free 
the  lavs  looked.  We  also  had  the  Service  Crew  go  around  every 
Friday  and  wash  the  floors  in  all  the  lavs  and  Sandwall  Lodge. 

Another  change  we  made  was  to  assign  one  member  of  the 
Service  Crew  to  the  Lodge  full-time.  He  was  there  to  clean 
the  lavs,  set  up  the  lodge  for  different  activities,  make  fires, 
sweep  the  floor  and  straighten  up  the  lodge.  He  also  kept  track 
of  the  ping  pong  equipment,  cleaned  the  Porch  and  other  areas 
outside  the  Lodge,  and  helped  the  Program  Director  with  some 
evening  projects. 

We  plan  to  keep  this  same  system  in  effect  next  year.  I 
can't  thank  my  senior  staff  enough  for  their  help  in  the  bathroom 
challenge ! 


CAPITAL  CAMPAIGN 


During  the  summer,  every  week  we  got  ourselves  organized  and 
ready  for  our  capital  campaign.  We  have  determined  that  Sandy  has 
priority  for  2 capital  projects  in  the  immediate  future.  They  are: 

1.  Relocation  of  our  camper  docking  from  Harilla  Landing  to 
North  Woods  Camp. 

2.  Replacement  of  the  Big  Sandy  as  a passenger  boat  with  a 
new  40'  fiberglass  60-passenger  boat. 

The  cost  of  these  two  items  is  placed  at  between  150  to  200 
thousand  dollars. 

Each  week  during  the  summer  we  picked  a captain.  Together  we 
selected  8 to  10  lieutenants  to  act  as  workers  within  their  week 
or  geographical  area.  We  held  an  orientation  meeting,  and  then  took 
a boat  ride  to  see  the  site  at  North  Woods.  This  proved  to  be 
very  educational.  I believe  we  have  the  support  of  a group  of 
approximately  100  people  who  will  help  us  raise  the  needed  capital. 
The  captain  and  lieutenants  picked  the  people  within  their  week 
whom  they  were  willing  to  contact  during  the  winter  about  making 
a 3-5  year  pledge. 

We  plan  to  have  a captains'  meeting  at  our  November  8 Camp 
Committee  meeting.  We  will  have  further  information  for  them  at 
that  time.
